SACRAMENTO, April 23. — The 
western district convention of the 
Cannery & Agricultural Workers 
Industrial Union will take place in 
Sacramento on April 29th-30th at 
91214 Kighth street. In addition to 
representation from most regions 
of California, delegates are expect- 
ed from Washington, Oregon and 
Arizona. 

The convention will summarize 
the experiences during the year’s 
great wave of strikes in the fields 
and will gear the entire union ma- 
chinery for the commg crops.

RELIEF HEAD’S RED SCARE

PHOENIX, Ariz., Apr. 16.— 
More than 500 workers, in one 
of Phoenix’s best organized and 
most militant demonstrations, 
stormed before the office of Miss 
Warner, State Relief head here, 
in a protest against CWA lay- 
offs and relief cuts. Headed by 
George Williams, the United

S. F. Cooks Solid, 
But Fakers Aim to

“MASS PICKETING MAKES US 
LOOK LIKE COMMUNISTS”, 
MISLEADERS SAY

SAN FRANCISCO, April 28.—The 
black cloud over the splendid strike 
of the hotel cooks in this city is the 
sellout maneuvering of the mislead- 
ers—St. Peters, the secretary, and 
Hugo Ernst, head of the Cullinary 
Joint Board. At the Saturday meet- 
ing of the strikers the officials de- 
plored that the leadership ef the 
strike was placed in the hands of 
the Strike Committee, and said the 
union was an A. F. of L. organiza- 
tion but “picketing in large num- 
bers made it look like a bunch of 
Communists.” They demanded lead- 
ership of the strike. But this was 
refused by the workers. Then they 


tried the trick of splitting the 
Strike Commitiee into four, each 
having a special function, which 


would put the misleaders at the 
helm, but the workers saw through 
that as well. 

Strike Committee Rank 

and File. 


The real reason for this attempt 
is that the Strike Committee is 
composed of rank and file repre 
sentatives, with Levino, well known 
for his militancy, as chairman. The 
officials then put in a confused 
manner the proposal that the de- 
mands of the workers be placed in 
the hands of the arbitration board, 
not the Strike Committee. The vote 
as counted was 160 for, and 130 
against. Levino seeing that this 
was more than even the total num- 
ber on strike called for a revote. 
A second vote was counted in the 
same manner. 

Levino seeing that the workers 
were really confused on the mat: 
ter, thereupon declared that he can. 
not do justice to the Strike Com- 
mittee under such circumstances, 
and handed in his resignation. Then 
the issue was brought to a head. 
The workers would not release 
rank and file control and refused 
to accept his resignation. 

The workers declare that they 
will stick for return of the.10% cut. 
and 44-hour week. A leaflet igsued 
by the rank and file group calling 
for a general strike of all culinary 
workers was enthnsiasticaily ac 
cepted. The leaflet warned the 
workers against the tricks of the 
efficials and that Hugo Egnst was 
scheming to prevent any.sympathy 
strike on the part of the Waiters 
Local, No. 30.

Street battles in French cities 
in February were really preludes 
to a wave of. struggles.

Some of the biggest concerns are 
actually bankrupt, among which 
is the Citroen Works. The gov- 
ernment, realizing the conse- 
quence of the Stavisky crash, is 
deliberately preventing the facts 
from coming out in the open. 

The intensification of the cri- 
sis there is also reflected in the 
budget crisis, and consequently 
a sweeping wage cut to all gov- 
ernment emplovees (relatively a 
bigger factor in France). The 
Communist Party’s leadership of 
he nation-wide mass movement 
is what threw back the first at- 
tempt to establish Fascism. This 
was followed by the inclusion of 
the government employees in the 
demonstrations.

The strike af 
Danish seamen was joined by all the waterfront workers and spread 
to a general marine and waterfront workers strike when the police 
attacked the picket lines at the steamer Jylland. These strikes 
are holding solid. in spite of the open opposition of the trade 
union bureaucracy.

ROME, Italy, Apr. 17.—lItalian Fascism carried out another 
attack on the living standard of the workers with a general redue- 
tion of salaries of state employees from 5 to 20 per cent, bringing 
them back to-the 1922 level, while price levels have increased tre- 
mendously. This affects hundreds of thousands of small-salaried 
postoffice, telephone, telegraph, and other workers. In aft effort 
to secure more cannon-fodder for Italian imperialism, the Bachelor 
Tax was increased 50 per cent.

It is a downright falsehood that the ‘‘New Deal’ aims to 


relieve these conditions. 

CWA work was abolished, and the amount for the new work 
relief will only permit a starvation level. The National Labor 
Board created, is only for strikebreaking purposes. Increased 
war and government expenses mean an increase in taxes for the 


masses with small incomes. Measures, supposedly to aid the 
farmers, have only proven to be millions in the pockets of the 
landlords, mortgage sharks, and land companies. 
Only Communists Lead Fight 
Only the militant workingeclass movement, under the lead- 


ership of the Communist Party has a program of resistance to 
this drive against the workers. It is therefore only the Com- 
munist Party, and the organizations it leads who will make May 
First into a day of struggle. We should take an example from 
the very movement which gave birth to May First. 

May First was born in the United States in 1886 out of the 
general strike for the eight-hour day involving more than 500,- 
000. It was the organization which later became known as the 
American Federation of Labor, that initiated that offensive which 
spread over the entire country, and that time the workers 
proved how militant they could be if not held back and betrayed 
by their leaders. 

The bosses, seeing the advance of the fighting movement, 
resorted to a provocation through their agents, throwing a bomb 
into a demonstration at Haymarket Square which killed a police 
sergeant. A battle was provoked in which seven policemen and 


four workers were killed. The answer to the militancy of the 
workers was to frame-up its best leaders, many of whom were 
imprisoned, and four, Parsons, Spies, Fischer and Engel were 
condemned to the gallows. 
. =e * 
May First, Fighting Day of Labor 
The commemoration of these valiant fighters has. since 


become a yearly clarion call to the exploited masses for militant 
struggle. But the AF of L leaders soon abandoned it and re- 
_ placed it by ‘‘Labor Day’? — a day of collaboration with the 
bosses. This policy these reactionaries maintained since 1890, 
has developed it to a point that at present they are the chief 
support for the drive against the workers. 

The American workers have given May Day to the working- 
class of the world. In 1889 at the International Socialist Con- 
gress, it was adopted as the International day of struggle. It 

“has since spread to every corner of the globe. But as in the case 
"of the AF of L, the Socialist International has become an instru- 
ment for betraying every struggle of the workers. Its leader- 
ship mobilized the workers to support the imperialist war. It 
has given support to every move against the Soviet Union. It 
proved itself the most effective instrument.in the hands of the 
imperialists for combatting every attempt to set up a workers 


republic. The Socialist parties affiliated with it are among 
the most reliable supporters of their respective capitalist gov- 
ernments. As in the case of Germany or Austria, they tie the 


hands of the workers, while Fascism advances. : 
Only Communists Keep Fighting 
Tradition 


Only the Communist Party has inherited and continues the 
fighting traditions of the American workers. The Communist 
Party reminds the workers that some of the most militant strug- 
gles in the world’s labor history took place in the United States 
—Cripple Creek, Ludlow, Homestead, the Great Steel Strike, 
Gastonia, the Seattle General Strike, or more recently, the San 
Joaquin Cotton Strike, and the Imperial Valley Strike, are only 
some of the heroic batties. It is these struggles that have won 
more food for the workers families, better homes to live in, 
better clothing, and abolished some of the most inhuman means 
of exploitation. 

The bankers, manufacturers, landlords, and large growers, 
who own everything in the U. S. would force us back to a pauper 
standard such as prevailed in those early days. For millions de- 
pendent on unemployment relief, working in agricultural fields, 
or in the southern industries this is actually the case now. 


Raise Fight to Higher Level! 


As in 1886 the workers now face the ‘task of spreading the 
nation-wide struggle. Just as th® strike wave in 1886 estab- 
lished an eight-hour day for hundreds of thousands, so now a 
wave of strikes and demonstrations can halt the Roosevelt drive, 
can win unemployment insurance, adequate relief, can stop the 
advance of fascism, prevent war, break down race discrimination, 
and win a decent living standard for the masses.

The 8th Convention of our Par- 


ty, held in Cleveland April 3-8, 
marked an important historic 
moment. It summarized the pro- 


gress and experience of the revo- 
lutionary movement since the 
7th convention, which covers ap- 
proximately four years of the 
crisis. But most important of 
all—the convention was a dra- 
matic demonstration of the fact 
that the Party developed to a 
point that it is really beginning 
to make the turn towards be- 
coming a mass Communist Party. 

The most striking feature at 
the convention was that the bulk 
of the delegates were actual 
leaders or participants in strug- 
gles, especially those which took 
place since the advent of the 
‘new deal’. Most came directly 
from the shops, and are less than 
two years in the Party. Hund- 
reds of those at the convention 
were evidence how the revolu- 
tionary movement in the United 
States has promoted new forces 
into the ranks of the vanguard. 
In contrast to previous conven- 
tions of our Party, the majority 
are native born, and came into 
our ranks through struggles, out 
of the very heart’ of the Ameri- 
can workingclass. 


FACTORY, MASS WORK— 
MAIN AIM. 


The character

The figures show that TUUL 


unions altho having less than 
5% of the membership led 20% 


of those on strike, and has made 
relatively greater gains than any 
of the other unions, from 25,600 
to 125,000. 

The organized strength around 
the Party, the members of the 
many mass organizations it leads, 
allowing for duplication in mem- 
bership is at present 500,000. 
During the 7th convention of 
our Party the figure did not 
exceed 300,000. However it must 
be recognized that the quality 
of this organized support is on 
a much higher level, since most 
have been led by the Party dur- 
ing a period of most intense 
struggle. 


GAINS ACCELLERATE. 


But what is most important, in 
considering these gains is that 
the sharpest upward trend was 
during the last six months,— 
since the open letter. The con- 
vention felt that the Party is on 
the correct path, that is why 
an outburst of cheering greeted 
every speaker who told how in 
his shop, mine, mill or. field, 
the party’s influence, leadership 
and a unit was established. Al- 
most in every case we learn; 
that in order to grow the Com- 
munist unit in the shop must not 
fear to come out boldly with 
the party program. Cries that 
the Party face should be hidden, 


or camouflaged, are opportunist 
and only isolate us from the 
workers. The welfare of the 


workers in the shop depends up- 
on the alertness and guidance of 
the Communists, who must mer- 
cilessly expose all forms of fak- 
ers and trickery. Overlooking 
enemies among the workers, be 
they “Socialists” or AF of L, for 
the sake of showing that we are 
for ‘‘unity’” is giving objective 
support fo betrayals of the work- 
ers’ interests. We must be more 
bold in recruiting workers into 
the shop unit, and not fear that 
most cannot be trusted. Com- 
munists should not be at the 
tail end, and, wait until some- 
thing hapnens in order to be- 
come active, but should be the 
very ones to make things happen 
on the basis of grievances in the 


shops. Sometime these griey- 
ances may be very small, but 
they are the key to our. win- 


ning leadership over the workers. 


Excellent examples were like- 
wise given for advancing the 
work of our 1,482 street units. 
They too must come out boldly 
to establish Communist leader- 
ship in neighborhoods. Such 


units, to become a political fac- 
tor in the neighborhoods, should 
be the driving force for the or- 
ganization of workers clubs, ecul- 


tural activity, relief struggles, 
and. similar bridges between 
themselves and thousands of 
workers. 

FOR INDEPENDENT 
FEDERATION. 


Among the important achieve- 
ments of the convention, was .a 
much clearer trade union policy. 
It was pointed out ‘that the 
Trade Union Unity League, and 
the opposition groups within the 
AF of L, are the chief factor in 
forcing the resistance against 
the NRA drive on the workers’ 
living standards. The other im- 
portant factor is the Independent 
unions which together with the 
TUUL led as many on strike in 
1933 as the AF of L, which has 


more than 85% of the organiz- 
ed workers. The independent 
unions are in the main results 


of a revolt against the AF of L, 


altho they are not revolutionary 
unions. The convention approv- 
ed the policy of unifying the 
TUUL and independent unions 
into one Unified Federation of 
Led in New 
Membership. Strikes Members

Labor, this to begin with unifi- 
cation in each industry. 


The convention stressed very 
much the importance of develop- 
ing rank and file activity with- 
in the AF of L, citing its growth 


especially in some basic indus- 
tries. In this connection the 
viewpoint advanced by Comrade 


Zack ot Cleveland was emphati- 
cally rejected. His position 
greatly underestimated work 
within the AF of L unions, and 
in some industries would mean 
that we confine ourselves. to 
working within skeleton revolu- 
tionary unions, at a time when 
thousands are in the AF of L, 
misled by the fakers. The con- 
vention noted with satisfaction 
that our recent increase in ac- 
tivity within the AF of L has 
resulted in more than 2,000 
locals endorsing the Workers Un- 
emplogment Insurance Bill (HR 
7598). 


WINNING NEGRO 
MASSES. 

all the advances in our 
Party that were demonstrated 
there, undoubtedly the most 
striking was the progress in our 
Negro work. Our Negro mem- 
bers now count in the thousands 
(for instance there are 1200 in 
the Hlinois district). One of the 
most dramatic moments of the 
convention, such as no one pre- 
sent could possibly forget was 
the arrival of the Alabama dele- 
gation. These Communists, lead- 
ers of the share-croppers union, 
which now has over 6,000 mem- 
bers, were arrested while on their 
way. But they made it. When 
greeted with cheers and the sing- 


Of 


ing of the International, the re- 
plied with the singing of the 


share-croppers’ revolutionary song 
to the tune of an old Negro spir- 


itual. This was followed by an- 
other to the tune of ‘‘Give me 
that Old Time Religion’ but 
with the words ‘Give me that 


New Communist Spirit’? and fin- 
ishing with “It’s good for Com- 
rade Lenin and Good Enough 
for Me’. Those songs and the 
experiences that these comrades 
had to tell left no doubt in the 
minds of any delegate that our 
Party sunk its roots right in the 
midst of the Negro masses in the 
state where the Scottsboro boys 
were framed. The way they told 
of the initiative developed in 
their district to find ways for 
maintaining their organizations 
despite the terror, shows that 
fresh powerful forces have joined 


to fight U. S. capitalism. 
NEGRO COMRADES 
ADVANCE. 


But what is perhaps most sig- 
nificant in our progress among 
the Negro workers, is the large 
number of Negro comrades that 
have become mature _ leaders. 
Even as late as at the 7th con- 
vention of our Party, Negro 
comrades were regarded as in- 
struments for reaching only Ne- 
gro workers. They were hardly 
drawn in to other activities. 
Hardly any were in national or 
district leadership. The conven- 
tien showed that the rate of 
development of new leaders from 
the ranks of the Negro comrades 
was far more rapid than among 
the whites. It is interesting to 
cite the leading role played at 
the convention by Comrade Ford, 
and the splendid report of Com- 
rade Heywood. 


In Comrade Heywood’s report 
the central point brought out 
was the fight on two fronts. 
1.—Against white chauvinism 
within the Party or in the ranks 
of the working class. 2.—Ag- 
ainst petty bourgeois nationalist 
tendencies which are to be found 
especially among the Negroes. 
White chauvinism, based on race 
supremacy conceptions, or any 
compromise with them, is. re- 
garded as the main danger. Pet- 
ty bourgeois nationalism is to 
be found among the Negroes in 
the form of: the various Negro 
misleaders that the bourgeoisie 
employs in its effort to confuse 
the Negro masses and keep them 


boration with the landlords or 
capitalists, back to Africa move- 
ments, political jobs for Negroes, 
ete. Within the ranks of the 
Party we find such as would uti- 
lize white chauvinist tendencies 
among individuals as a means 
of undermining the prestige of 
the Party among the Negro com- 
rades, in place of helping the 
Party to fight such tendencies. 
The convention unanimously 
declared for a merciless struggle 
against such tendencies. 


OUR INTERNATIONALISM. 


The internationalism of 
Party was demonstrated at 


our 
the 


convention in a manner that will 
remain indelible in the minds 
of all who were there. The 


highest pitch of enthusiasm was 
when representatives of our bro- 
ther parties greeted us. When 
Ana Schultz of the German Par- 
ty told of the progress despite 
Hitler terror, when the secre- 
taries of the Cuban Federation 
of Labor, and Communist Party 
appeared on the platform, and 
told how the majority of the 
workers are now organized in the 
revolutionary unions, of their 
experiences with Soviets, and 
actual preparation for’ taking 
power. They appealed to the 
convention to intensify our fight 
against Yankee imperialism. The 
representatives of the Canadian 
Party told of their big progress 
despite illegal conditions. Their 
revolutionary unions are growing 
and they are to start a daily 
paper soon. The representative 
of the newly organized Irish 
Communist Party told of the 
rapid progress altho less than a 
year old, Our Party recognized 
its specia] task in_ solidarity 
with each of these brother par- 


ties. Also with that of China. 
Japan, Philippine Islands and 
Mexico. It sent its warmest 


greeting to our Communist In- 
ternational, the Soviet Union 


Party, and took great pride that 
our world movement is headed 
by such a brilliant leader as 


Comrade Stalin. 


TOWARDS A SOVIET 


AMERICA. 
Another interesting feature 
which lent special significance 


to this convention, was the con- 
tinual reference throughout its 
procedure that we are headed for 
a Soviet America. This was no 
mere agitation. It arises out of 
the fact that the convention 
met in a moment when the world 
is passing to a revolutionary cri- 
sis. Struggles everywhere are 
increasing and becoming more 
intense. The Soviet Union has 
demonstrated that only the line 
of building Socialism can put the 
world on the path of progress, 
can give security and peace to 
all people. The workingclass 
everywhere is faced with the 
choice of either the revolutionary 
way out of the crisis or through 
the line of fascism and _ war. 
“A Soviet America” is no longer 
an abstract expression, which a 
worker finds difficult to under- 
stand or considers some far off 
dream. Decisive battles for it 
will have to be faced in the near 
future. 

Comrade Browder in address- 
ing the opening mass meeting, 
went into details explaining what 
2. Soviet America means and 
what. its first tasks would be. 
‘The slogan for a Soviet America 
carries with it another important 
immediate: consequence. Our Par- 
ty and the workers realize that 
we are nearing the fight for pow- 
er; and hence. the need of speed- 
ing up the building of our move- 
ment in preparation. This was 
precisely the spirit that the con- 
vention determined to. bring 
down to all members and the 
half million organized around 
the Party. 


THE WEST ON THE 
MAP. 


A factor of no small conse- 
quence, that stood out promi- 
nently at the convention, is the 
rapid growth of the revolution- 
ary movement in the West. The 
presence of a large delegation 
from California (23) brought’ out 
boldly the fact that onr mem- 
bership increased eight-fold since 
the seventh -convention. The 
comrades. in the other districts 
found great encouragement when 
told how we won 350 members 
of the Socialist Party; or when 
they learned of our Western 
Worker, soon te come out as a 
semi-weekly, and growing in cir-

monstrating against these Fas- 
cist measures, the Communist 
Party is leading a 
struggle against them which has 
already forced Monterey County 
to rescind its ordinance. 


DON’T FIGHT 
FASCISM. 


Sinclair has spoken a few gen- 
tle words of rebuke to the Fas- 
cist butchers of Germany from a 
safe distance. But Sinclair and 
his lieutenants have taken part 
in no demonstrations against the 
Fascist terror; they did not add 
their weight to the mass protest 
which saved Torgler and Dimi- 
troff; they take no part in the 
fight to save Thaelmann from 
the Fascist axeman; they raise 
no funds for the victims of Ger- 
man and Austrian fascism. Sin- 
clair merely speaks a mild word 
against Hitler and goes on to 
damn the militant workers and 
the Soviet Union in the same 
breath, saying ‘Both Commun- 
ism and Fascism mean bloodshed 
and destruction.”” Only the Com- 
munist Party leads the militant 
fight against Fascism. 

In Sinelair’s own home town 
of Pasadena, workers’ papers in- 
cluding “Fight”, the publication 
of the American League Against 
War and Fascism, were banned 
from public sales While the 
Communist Party led a militant 
fight against this suppression of 


the workers’ press, Sinclair com- 
pletely ignored it. He has been 
busy selling his book. 
WON'T FIGHT 
LYNCH TERROR. 

The California Fascists are 


preparing a lynch terror to at- 
tempt to divide and terrorize the 
workers. While the Communist 
Party fights militantly for the 
freedom of Theodore Jordan, An- 
gelo Herndon, the  Secattsboro 
boys, and other workers menac- 
ed by legal lynching—while it 
promotes the solidarity in strug- 
gle of workers of all races and 
nationalities,—Sinclair not only 
is idle and silent on these is- 
sues, but actively helps in build- 
ing up the wave of jingoism and 
nationalism by talking of an 
“American” way of doing things, 
the same phrase the vigilantes 
use to condone their brutalities. 

While war preparations are 
going on at an_ unprecedented 
pace, the Communist Party fights 
against this intended butchery 
of workers, not only by organiz- 
ing anti-war groups, not only by 
organizing workers on the water- 
front and in the war industries 
to stop war by means of strikes 
—it also leads in the fraterniza- 
tion of workers with the armed 
forces in order to show these 
workers that they must not shoot 
down their class brothers in 
other lands, but rather use their 
arms against their class enemies 
in all lands. But Sinclair only 
speaks proudly of his loyal record 
in support of the last imperialist 
war. 


POLICE ARE 
SINCLAIR'S “SOCIALISTS”. 


Not only does Sinclair fail to 
lead struggles against police ter- 
ror, but in a recent letter to the 


relentless 


tion to capitalism and the fruits 
of capitalism —— hunger, terror, 
and war. While the Fascists 
are preparing to stab the work- 
ers in the heart, Sinclair's pro- 
gram is trying to tie the hands 
behind them; to render them 
powerless to resist. 


TRIES TO BLIND 
WORKERS, 


What is Sinclair's answer to 
the demand for adequate relief? 
What has he done to fight for 
unemployment insurance, against 


water, gas, and light shut-offs, 
against evictions, against com- 
pany unions, against anti-picket- 
ing ordinances, against police 
terror, against imperialist war? 
Sineclair’s answer to alli these 


burning issues is: ‘‘Vote for me’’. 
Instead of taking part in an im- 


mediate fight, he attempts to 
seduce workers with tales of a 
beautiful Utopia to be achieved 
without struggle. Hundreds of 
“Socialist colonies’ have been 
born and died It is only the 
Communist Party which does not 
fool the workers, which tells 
the mthat it will take a long 


and bitter struggle to overthrow 
capitalism, and which has proved 
through the successful building 
of socialism in the Soviet Union 
that its program is correet. 

In a sudden flash of self-un- 
derstanding, Sinclair declares on 
page 30 of his “EPIC” book that 
‘if the Epic plan were deféated, 
the only outcome would be a 
violent revolution IN WHICH 
THE PROPERTIED CLASSES 
WOULD LOSE FAR MORE THAN 
THEY STOOD TO LOSE UNDER 
EPIC.” 

Honest 
who still believe 
cerely fighting for 
should bring up these immedi- 
ate issues in their Epic clubs, 
should call upon the clubs to 
join in the great May Day de- 
monstrations being held all up 
and down California, and should 
realize, when their proposals are 
rejected and tabled by the lieu- 
tenants of Sinclair, that it is 
only the Communist Party which 
fights for the workers, and that 
Upton Sinclair is California’s 
most dangerous Social Fascist, 
trying to keep willing workers’ 
hands out of the struggle against 
hunger, war and terror. 


4 Jailed in S. F. 
Jim-Crow Fight to 
Face Trial May 3 


SAN FRANCISCO, Apr. 21.— 
Jury tria] of Rudolphe Lima, a 
preacher, Larry Angell, Joseph 
Ryan and Ned Bedros, arrested 
during the demonstration against 
a jim-crowing barber shop on 
Ellis St. near Fillmore two weeks 
ago, has been set for May 3rd. 
Excessive bail has been set at 
$2000 each and the four are still 
in jail. , 

A large crowd of workers join- 
ed in the demonstration called 
by the Young Defenders, in their 
fight against this discrimination 
against Negroes, and the four 
were arrested when police were 
called to break up the meeting.
